IN BANKRUPTOY. 


(Before His Hon. J, Russell, Acting Chief 


Fustice. ) 
Thursday, July 1. 


In re TUE MATTER OY JOBN WATT JAMESON hi 


AND JOHN WILLIAM CROKER, BANKRUPIS. 
This matter caine up for adjudication 
this afternoon. Mr Webber, fron the 
office of Mr°O. Evens, ap eared for a, 
petitioning creditor, Chun Yik Kai. Unly 
one of the bankrupts was present, Mr 
Croker.. It was stated that Messrs 
Jamogon and Croker had first: filed o 
petition to be declared bankrupts on the 
llth . June,’ and t&at the potititiong 
creditor had filf§ another, praying for a 
similar declaration, on t © 12th June. An 
affidarit proving servico.of tho petition on 
the: two bankrupts, had been put in. Mr 
Wabher said that owing to the books of 
the firm being iu the hands of the auditor 
(Mr Gourdin} atid the auditor claiming‘ 
lien on these books they had been unable 
to file an amended schedule of linbilities 
and assests. Mr Webber also referrad to the 
declaration of tho petitioning creditor con- 
taining allegations that Messrs Jameson 
and Croker hod been guilty of acta of 


bankraptey: : 

His Lordship granted the order prayed 
for, and, on Hee Wabber stating ee he 
algo acted for the bankrupts, granted the 
amallest possible timo, seven days, in which 
to show cause. 

Mr Gourdin, who was present in Court, 
asked’ permission ta address his Lordship, 
and, on this being granted, said that some 
time about tho middle of April tho firm of 
Mossts Jameson and Croker.bocame bank- 
rupt, and called s -meeting of its creditors 
and laid before them a statement ef ac- 
counts.
